tinuing the program and quietly 
left the commentator's table. 

Later that night, Tony managed 
to answer some questions. 

“I've seen many horrible things 
in wrestling, but nothing matches 
this. I've witnessed the beginning 
of the Four Horsemen and back 
then they did things I didn't agree 
with. But that never stopped me 
from admiring Ric Flair. That was 
personal. The Horsemen did many 
reprehensible things to wrestlers 
and I called them on it.

While Tony Schiavone was 
speaking his mind, the nWo had

Hennig appeared wearing one of 
Flair’s colorful robes and was all 
smiles despite the crescendo of 
boos and jeers aimed his way. 

“Why should I join a has-been 
group like the Four Horsemen 
when I could join the greatest 
organization in wrestling, the 
nWo!” Hennig took off Flair’s robe 
to reveal an nWo t-shirt. Hennig 
then folded the robe, knelt on one 
knee and presented Hogan with 
Flair’s robe. 


inutes after the nWo 
returned to the confines of 
their own guarded dress- 


ing room, Hennig emerged to 
answer questions. 

“First off, Inever had any inten- 
tion of becoming a Horseman. Ric 
Flair, always the big spender, 
wined and dined me. Offered me 
all kinds of gifts. Hey, Flair was 
practically begging me to be a 
Horseman. Little did Flair know 
that Eric and Hollywood had 
already convinced me to join the 
nWo. We decided to let Flair spend 
his money.” With that, Hennig let 
loose a wild fit of laughter. 

“When Flair informed me that 
Arn Anderson was retiring and 
would offer me his spot in the 
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Horsemen, the nWo told me to go 
along. [had allI could do to keep a 
straight face while Anderson was 
making his speech, especially 
with Flair having tears in his eyes.

Supporting Actor in a comedy!” 


hroughout his career, Curt 
ie has never shown an 

interest in being a follower; 
nor was he ever interested in join- 
ing a group. So why did he change 
now? 

Hennig replied, “Who is the 
most talked-about group in 
wrestling? The nWo! Who has con- 
trol of WCW? The nWo! The Four 
Horsemen are has-beens. They 
don't know enough to lay down. 
The way I see it, being nWo is per- 
fect business. The nWo benefits 
from my experience and perfect 
wrestling expertise. I'll benefit by 
being part of the New World 
Order. Hollywood Hulk Hogan has 
the WCW Heavyweight Champi- 
onship; Scott Hall and Kevin Nash 
hold the WCW Tag Team Champi- 
onship and I have guaranteed the 
nWo that I will become U.S. World 
Champion when I beat that nean- 
derthal-brained Horseman Steve 
‘Mongo’ McMichael later tonight.” 


rue to his word, Hennig did 
die McMichael to win the 

championship. It was pure 
Hennig, seizing the opportunity of 
working McMichael's injured leg 
and softening him up for the even- 
tual pinfall. Hennig was delighted 
minutes afterward celebrating 
with the nWo. 

“This was easy pickings,” Hen- 
nig said. “McMichael is all brawn, 
no brains. Now the nWo has the 
top three championships. Does the 
nWo rule or what?” 

Eric Bischoff, flashing a wide 
grin, said, "The nWo keeps getting 
stronger and more prestigious. So 
what better way to continue than 
to have the greatness of Curt Hen- 
nig? I've known Curt for many 
years, dating back to the AWA 
when Curt was their champion. 
Curt honors the nWo and we are 
honored in return.” 

While it seems the nWo and 
Hennig have formed a mutual 
admiration society, the bottom 
line obviously points to nothing 
more than a business deal. 
Remember, Curt has never been a 
follower. He's always been in con- 
trol of his career. Once he was 
managed by Bobby Heenan, but

they had a falling out. The 
same happened when he 
was an advisor and semi- 
manager for Ric Flair. The 
major reason is that Hennig 
doesn't like to be told what 
to do, or not do. 

Hennig has also had 
feuds or falling-outs with 
nWo members Hogan, Scott 
Hall and Randy Savage. 
Can old wounds heal so 
easily? Kevin Nash put a 
damper on the question. 

"The past is the past. Who 
cares what happened years 
ago? The nWo is now and 
forever. I feuded with Hall in 
the WWF. So what? Hall 
feuded with Syxx in the 
WWF. Who cares? Randy 
Savage feuded with the nWo 
and now Savage is nWo. Get 
the big picture here? The 
nWo will rule _ forever 
because we are too sweet!” 

Both Bobby Heenan and 
Larry Zybszko have had 
prior professional relation- 
ships with Hennig. They 
look at the Hennig-nWo 
alliance with cautious, jaun- 
diced eyes. 

“Curt Hennig has always 
been his own man,” Heenan 
said. "For that reason alone 
I can't fathom his joining 
any group—Horsemen or }| 
nWo. Either Curt has 
changed his stripes or has 
something up his sleeve.” 

“The New World Odor is 
my pet name for the nWo,” 
Zybszko stated. “All of them 
are backstabbers. I should 
know because I've been 
there; done that. No apolo- 
gies, just stating fact. Curt 
never did anything unless it 
advanced the career of Curt 
Hennig. Curt backstabbed 
the Four Horsemen. Now 
he’s nWo for whatever it 
means. You can bet your bot- 
tom dollar Curt is looking 
out for himself and if he 
means to use the nWo, he 
will. I just wonder how long 
it will last. I doubt it will last 
very long.”

| | nette, is a true wrestling 

| fanatic. Before beginning 
his very successful managerial 
career, Jim was a wrestling pho- 
tographer and journalist in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee. However, he 
wanted to become more involved 
in the sport that he loved—so, in 
1982, he made his managerial 
debut in Memphis. His first pro- 
tege'was none other than Sherri 
Martel! 

After forming "The Midnight 
Express" with Bobby Eaton and 
Dennis Condrey, Jim really came 
into prominence. In 1984, the 
Midnight Express—with quite a 
bit of help from 
Jim Cornette and 
his trusty Tennis 
Racket—defeated 
Magnum T.A. 
(Terry Allen) and 
Mr. Wrestling II to 
capture the Mid- 
South tag team 
title. After losing 
the title, the Mid- 
night Express 
later defeated the 
Rock 'n' Roll : 
Express to regain 
the crown. On 
February 2, 
1986—once again 
with an assist 
from Jim Cornette 
and his Tennis 
Racket—The Mid- 
night Express 
captured the 
NWA tag team 
title. In 1988, the 
Midnight 
Express—who 
now consisted of 
Bobby Eaton and 
Stan Lane— 
regained the 


World Tag Team Championship 
when they defeated Arn Ander- 
son and Tully Blanchard. 

While not as active at ringside 
as he once was, today Jim Cor- 
nette can be seen every week on 
the WWF telecasts as a host of 
Shotgun Saturday Night as well 
as a commentator on Live Wire 
and other WWF broadcasts. In 
addition, he is very much 
involved in the day-to-day opera- 
tion of the WWF. 

For his long association with 
the sport, Jim Cornette is being 
honored by his peers in the Cau- 
liflower Alley Club. 


n October II, 
1997, the | 
Cauliflower 
Alley Club held their 
annual New York/New 
Jersey banquet at the 
Holiday Inn Jetport at 
Newark Airport. At the 
banquet, we honored 
ten of wrestling’s all- 
time greats, 
including special 
honoree Freddie 
Blassie, who got the 
“roast & toast” 
treatment. 

Since we know 
that not all of you 
could attend this 
gala event, we 
thought we would 
share the tribute 
speeches delivered 
on that fantastic 


night. 
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pas el rom the Double-Cross 
mS Ranch in Amarillo, Texas, 
Terry Funk made it all the 
way to the top in his chosen pro- 
fession. 

Terry began his wrestling 
career in 1966 after a very suc- 
cessful college football career at 
West Texas State University. Fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his 
father, Dory Sr., and brother, 
Dory, Terry had mighty big shoes 
to fill. Obviously, he more than 
lived up to the task. 

Early in his career, Terry was 
perceived as Dory's bodyguard. 
Everyone knew that the easiest 
way to get to Dory, who was at 
the time the NWA World champi- 
on, was to injury Terry. But this 
was easier said than done. Terry 
quickly learned to fend for him-

self. On December 10, 1975, Terry 
made wrestling history when he 
defeated Jack Brisco in Miami 
Beach, Florida, to win the NWA 
World's Heavyweight title, at 
that time the most prestigious 
title in the sport. With Terry's 
victory, the Funks became the 
only family ever to have two 
family members wear the crown. 
In 1989, after winning titles all 
over the globe, Terry had an "I 
Quit" match with Ric Flair, and— 
in one of the greatest matches of 
all time—Flair came out victori- 
ous. With this defeat, many 
thought that Terry was going to 
hang it up. In fact Terry, himself, 
thought that his wrestling career 
was finished. 
But eventually 
the lure of the 
bright lights 
and the roar of 
the crowd made 
| Terry reconsider 
| his decision. Not 
}one to rest on 
| his laurels, 
| Terry knew that 
| the only way 
| that he would 


_ | top. With this 


| actually "rein- 
|_| vented" himself. 
While early in 
| his career Terry 
| was considered 
a brawler, he 
still was the 
consummate 
wrestler relying 
on moves such 
as the Spinning 
Toe Hold to 
defeat his oppo- 


nent. On his return, however, the 
"new" Terry Funk was a whole 
lot crazier than ever before. Now 
he was vicious, wild and insane, 
and the new fans of the 1990s 
latched on to Terry as their cult 
hero. 

On December 26, 1993, with 
his new approach, Terry defeat- 
ed a much-younger Sabu to win 
the ECW Heavyweight title in 
what was, at the time, the 
wildest match ever seen in 
Philadelphia—or anywhere else 
for that matter. During the battle, 
Funk surprised everyone when 
he matched Sabu's moonsault 
with one of his own. With his vic- 
tory, Terry's new found cult sta- 
tus was firmly entrenched in the 
fans’ minds and hearts. 

On April 13, 1997, Terry defeat- 
ed Raven to regain the ECW title 
in another thriller. However, on 
August 9 in Philadelphia he lost 
the belt to Sabu in a "Barbed 
Wire" match. While many of his 
contemporaries have a hard 
enough time trying to get 
around, Terry is battling in 
"Barbed Wire" matches not only 
here, but also in Japan, where he 
is also looked upon as a "god." 

On September 11, Terry had 
his "Good-bye to Amarillo" 
farewell match and his oppo- 
nent was Bret Hart. According to 
Terry, once 1997 is history, so too 
will be his U.S. wrestling career. 
Terry, however, will honor the 
remainder of his Japanese 
wrestling contract and then 
hang it up for good. 

We have heard this refrain 
before, but Terry says that he is 
finally through. Whether he is or 
not, his peers at the Cauliflower 
Alley Club can't think of a more 
deserving man to honor than the 


great Terry Funk. 
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THE FABULOUS MOOLAH 


here is no denying the 
fact that the Fabulous 
Moolah is the undisputed 


"Queen of the Mat." For more 
than 30 years, the Fabulous 
Moolah held the Women's World 
Championship and, if she so 
desired, she could still be cham- 
pion today. 

While many of today's fans 
think that "valets" are a recent 
phenomenon, the Fabulous 
Moolah was actually the first 
female valet—and that was in 
1952! Moolah—then known as 
"Slave Girl Moolah"—was a 
valet for the Elephant Boy. Later, 
Moolah also served as "Nature 
Boy" Buddy Rogers' valet. Obvi- 
ously, Moolah has always been 
ahead of her time. 

The Fabulous Moolah cap- 
tured the Women's World Cham- 
pionship on September 18, 1956 
jin Baltimore when she defeated 


Judy Grable in the finals of a 
tournament to crown a champi- 
on. She would go on to hold the 
title five times in her storied 
career. On November 25, 1985, in 
Madison Square Garden, 


Moolah donned a mask for the 
first time in her career and— 
wrestling as "The Spider Lady"— |} 
defeated Wendi Richter to regain 
the Women's World title.

immediately made an impact in 
his new profession. 

Dory began his wrestling 
career in 1963 after an outstand- 
ing college football career at 
West Texas State. He was such a 
standout on Saturday afternoons 
that he was even enshrined in 
the West Texas State College 
Football Hall of Fame. 

On February 10, 1969, Dory 
rose to the top of his profession 
when he defeated Gene Kiniski 
to capture the NWA World 
Heavyweight title, and he held 
the prestigious title for five gru- 
eling years. During his reign, 
Dory defeated such legendary 
stars as Jack Briscoe, Giant 
Baba, Fritz Von Erich, Red 
Bastien, Billy Robinson and 
countless others before losing to 
Harley Race on May 24, 1973. 

Using his signature "Spinning 


Toe Hold" as his pet finishing 
move, Dory captured titles every- 
where he appeared. A partial 
listing of his numerous accom- 
plishments include: the Univer- 
sal Heavyweight championship 
in Puerto Rico; the Texas heavy- 
weight title; the Florida State 
championship; the Missouri 
Heavyweight championship as 
well as titles in Japan and Cana- 
da. 

Although he only teamed with 
his brother Terry on rare occa- 
sions due to their many commit- 
ments in different parts of the 
country, whenever they wrestled 
together they were simply 
unbeatable. 

Today Dory lives in Ocala, 
Florida, and he is a computer 
genius.

ergeant Slaughter 
| received his initial train- 


ing in the sport from the 
legendary Verne Gagne. Attend- 
ing Gagne's Boot Camp with 
Slaughter were Jim Brunzell, the 
late Chris Taylor, Ken Patera 
and Ric Flair. Slaughter entered 
the WWF in 1980, and he made 


| an immediate impact on the 


sport. While his no-nonsense 
approach did not endear him to 
the fans early in his WWF 
career, Slaughter eventually 
earned the respect of his peers 
as well as the fans. 

After leaving the WWF in 
1981, Sgt. Slaughter won the 
NWA U.S. Championship on two 
occasions and later teamed with 
"Private" Don Kernodle to cap- 
ture the World Tag Team title. 
Upon his return to the WWF in 
1983, he became a huge fan 
favorite. On June 16, 1983, 
Slaughter defeated the Iron 
Sheik in a "Boot Camp" match— 
and his legacy as a tough, no- 
nonsense S.O.B. was sealed. 

In the late 1980s, Slaughter 
was the reigning U.S. Champion 
for the combined NWA/AWA pro- 
motion known as Pro Wrestling

ika Anoai, who with his 
brother Afa made up the 


team known as the Wild 
Samoans, began his wrestling 
career in 1973 in Calgary, Cana- 
da, for promoter Stu Hart. 

Early in their career, the 
Samoans wrestled in Tennessee 
and throughout the South, but in 
1980 when Captain Lou Albano 
brought them to the WWF, the 
Wild Samoans became the team 
to beat. On April 12, 1980, the 
Wild Samoans captured their 
first of three tag team titles 
when they defeated Tito San- 
tana and Ivan Putski. Their sec- 
ond reign began on September 9, 
1980, when they defeated Rene 
Goulet and Tony Garea in the 
finals of a tournament. On 
March 8, 1983, Sika and Afa

USA. Late in 1990, Slaughter 
returned to the WWF for a third 
tour of duty, but this time he 
shocked the world by turning his 
back on his good old "USA." On 
January 19, 1991, during the 
height of the Gulf War—and 
with General Adnan and the 
Iron Sheik in his corner— 
Slaughter defeated The Ultimate 
Warrior to win the WWF Heavy- 
weight Championship. The 
Sergeant's reign, however, was 
short lived.

In one of their first 
matches together, the Valiants 
defeated Bruno Sammartino and 
Dick the Bruiser to win the WWA 
tag team title. Later in the same 
year, Captain Lou Albano 
brought the Valiants to the 
WWWF and the Valiants became 
the talk of the wrestling world, 
winning the WWWF tag team 
title on two occasions during 
their reign.

ed Lewin, the second of 
the three Lewin Brothers, 


was a wrestling fanatic 
for as long as he can remember. 
Every Friday night, Ted and 
younger brother Mark would 
attend the wrestling bouts in the 
old Memorial Auditorium in Buf- 
falo, N.Y., and then go home and 
practice the moves made famous 
by such legendary stars as Ed 
Don George, Frank Sexton, 
Whipper Billy Watson and oth- 


ers. 
Brother Donn was the first of 

the Lewins to go into the sport. 

Eventually stars like "Mr. Ameri- 


ca" Steve Stanley, "Dangerous" 
‘Danny McShane, Yukon Eric and 
others began to frequent the 
Lewin household. With this kind 
of introduction to the sport, it 
was only natural that eventually 
all of the Lewins would follow 
brother Donn into the business. 

Ted Lewin began his 
wrestling career in 1952 in 
Columbus, Ohio. Donn arranged 
for Ted to go to Ohio and meet 
promoter Al Haft, and—afiter 
watching Ted work out on the 
mat—Haft immediately booked 
the youngster. And so Ted joined 
brother Donn on the road. Ted's 
first match was a tag team 


aron Mikel Scicluna, from
